The news coming out of England that clergy­ 
men are taking part in the parades of the unem­ 
ployed, demanding work and adequate pay for 
all, should bring to a head a question that is 
nothing short of a distressing disgrace. Once 
there the average country vicar receives less in 
the way of salary than the average railroad por­ 
ter. The shepherds of the flocks have beep so 
hard put that they are renting out their vicarages 
and living in small cottages nearby. There are 
many cases in which only $500 a year is paid to 
the clergymen. The situation has reached the 
point where it has become necessary for the arch­ 
bishop of Canterbury to work out a scheme 
whereby all of the vicars and curates will be as­ 
sured of a living wage. 
Conditions in this country as regards tha sal­ 
ary of clergymen are but little if any better than 
they are in England. Men who are capacitated by 
character, mental ability and education to be 
leaders in almost every line fo endeavor are com­ 
pelled to toil their lives away while deprived of 
the most ordinary' creature comforts. They are 
advisers, comforters and guides to men and wom­ 
en in the most vital events of their existence, and
